G. P. Putnam sends us “Zhe Life and Letters of Washington Irving, 
by kis nephew Pierre M. Irving,” the first volume of the ouly complete biog- 
raphy of “Geoffrey Crayon.” The biographer had in his possession the private 
letters and papers of Mr. Irving, and prepared the work at his special request. 
In his preface, he says: “ Inthe delicate office of sifting, sel-cting, and arrang- 
ing these different materials, extending through a period of nearly sixty 
years, it has been my aim to make the author, in every stage of his 
career, as far as possible, his own biographer, conscious that I shall in this 
way best fulfill the duty devolved upon me, and give to the world the truest 
picture of his life and character.” 

Putnam has also published ina thin octavo,

J. G. Greeory issues “ The Spy, a tale of the Neutral Ground,” one of the 
new and cheap series of the works of James Fennimore Cooper, The volume

Harrer & Baotuers have just published in one large volume of nearly six 
hundred pages, “‘ The City of the Saints, and across the Rocky Mountains to 
California,” by Richard F. Burton. It is written in the form of a diary, for 
which the writer apologizes, and adds: “‘lhe notes forming the ground-work 
of this volume, were written on patent improved metallic pocket-books, in 
sight of the objects which attracted my attention. * * * In working up this 
book, I have freely used the authorities well known across the water, but 
more or less rare in England. * * * In commenting upou what I have seen and 
heard, I have endeavored to assume the cosmopolitan character, and avoid 
the eapital error especially, in treating of things American, of looking at them 
from the fancied vantage-ground of an English point of view.” The volume 
is dedicated to Richard Monckton Milnes, and is illustrated with wood engrav- 
ings and maps. The author started from St. Louis for the Jand of the Mor- 
mons in August 1860, and spent several months in travelling to, and examin- 
ing the colony of Brigham Young at Great Salt Lake. The book has hada 
wide circulation in England. 4 tone 

They also send us “The Last of the Mortimers, a story in Two Voices, 
a republication from the English edition, of an admired novel, by Mrs. Oli- 
phant, author of “ Margaret Maitland,” ete. Also, The Children’s Picture- 
Book of the Sagacity of Animals,” printed in large type, and illustrated with 
sixty engravings. 

Gocip & Lixootn continue their yearly publication of “ The Annual of 
Scientifie Discovery.” with the “ Year Book of Facts in Seience and Art for 
1862." Edited by David A. Wells, A. MW. The volume includes over four 


| hundred pages, and has for the frontispiece a portrait of Commander Dahl- 


gren of the Washington Navy Yard. 

D. Vaw Nosteanp has added to his series of books on subjects relating to 
or suggested by the present war, a “ History of the United States Naval Acad- 
emy,” with biographical sketches, and the names of all the superintendents, 

wofessors, and graduates, by Edward Chauncey Marshall, A.M. The author 

oe had full acce$s to public documents in preparing his work, which is in- 
tended to do special justice to the senior members of the Navy, and the alder 
officers of the Naval Academy. 

Carton & Porter send us, in a large octavo volume, the first volume of 
the “Sermons of Jabez Bunting, D. D.” The author was long known both 
in and out of hisown communion. ‘Ona careful examination of the manu- 
seripts he left, his executors concluded that it would be wrong to — 
them te obsewity; and a volume was accordingly announced, to 
edited by his son, the Rev. W. M. Bunting. Though other arrangements 
were subsequently made, Mr. Bunting has lent assistance of no common value 
in the revisal of most of the discourse which com this series.” The 
book is ornamented with a steel portrait of Dr. Bunting. 

Jamrs Miter has published, in blue and gold, “ The Last Poems of Hiiza- 
beth Barrett Browning,” with a memorial, by Theodore Tilton. Most of these 
poems were left in manuscript at the author's death, and the others were con- 
tributed to the Jndependent and Cornhill Magazine. The admired poems on 
Italy and Napoleon LIL, are included in this collection. 

Sretcecanp & Co, of Mobile, issue “ Wayside Flowers,” by Carrie Carlton, 
a collection of little poems described in the preface as “the outgushings 
of sentiment—the inspiration of affection playing upon a tender nervous 
system, that has mostly been tuned to sadness.” 

Rosert Carter & Broruens send us “ Louise Julianne, Llectress Palatine, 
and her Times,” by Fanny Elizabeth Bunnett. It is a reprintof an English 
book which has attracted attention abroad, and for whieb the author had 
gathered her materials from rare manuscripts in the libraries of the European 
capitals. 

P They alnso send us “The Lost Jewel,” and “ My Neighbor's Shoes ; or, 
Feeling for Others: a Tale.” ‘These interesting and instructive volumes are 
writtea by A. L. O. E., the authoress of “ The Young Pilgrims,” “ Pride and 
his Prisoners,” ete. ‘ ’ 

The same frm has also published “ Broad Shadows on Life's Pathway,” by 
the author of “ Doing and Suffering,” a religious tale of social life in Eng, 
land and India ; ulso, “Zony Starr's Legacy ; ot, Trust in a Covenant keeping 
God. By the author of ‘Win and Wear.” It is a pleasing juvenile tale, the 
scene laid in this country. “i 

They also issue “ Mother's Last Words,” and “ Our Father's Care,” (wo 
ballads for children, by Mrs, Lowell. The litde volume is illustrated with 
wood engravings. 

Wittaam S& Ayrrep Martagy send us “ The Boy Friend ; or, All can Help," 
by Auct Fiiendly, a juyenile story of schoolboy life in a country village. 

Ticknor & Figups publish “ Beauties selected from the writings of Thomas 
De Quiscey.” The beok is divided into various chapters, under the general 
heads of Early Life, Dreams, Narratives, Essays, Critiques, and Reminiscences, 
and ipelydes the most striking of his shorter contributions to Literature, 
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T. B. Pererson & Brotugrs send us “ The Channings, a Domestic Novel 
of Real Life,” by Mrs. Henry Wood. It is the reprint of a popular English 
book describing social life in an English Cathedral town, 

Also, “ The Indian Seout;” or, Life on the Frontier,” by Gustave Aim- 
ard, a French writer, who has passed a great part of his life among the 
savages of the uncivilized portions of this continent, and is called by some 
critics the Cooper of France. 

The same firm has published in pamphlet form “ George Francis Train’s 
Speeches in Englandon American Affairs.” 

Warren F. Drarer, of Andover, has published a second edition of “ Dia- 
courses and Essays,” by William G. T. Shedd. The first edition appeared in 
1856, and in the present “the author has availed himself of the opportunity 
to make some corrections, and to add an Essay upon the doctrine of Atone- 
ment, which he has been frequently urged to republish.” 

Harper & Brorners have published “ Considerations on Representative 
Government,” by John Stuart Mill, a political economist, whose writings are 
eagerly sought after by those interested in the topics he usually treats of. 
The + ee have also added to their library of select novels “ the Struggles 
of Brown, Jones and Robinson,” by Anthony Trollope, origiually published 
in one of the London Magazines. 

Sarrn, Exousu & Co. issue ‘‘ The Parable of the Ten Virgins, in six dis- 
courses ;” and a sermon on the Judgeship of the saints, by Joseph A. Seiss, 
D. D. The six discourses were preached in St. Johu’s Lutheran Chureh, Phil- 
adelphia, in January and February last, and are now published by request 
of many persons of different denominations. The sermonon “Judgeship” was 
delivered at a later period. 

Dick & Firzceracp have published in paper covers, “ The Old Judge; or, 
Life in a Colony,” by Judge Haliburton, the original Sam Slick; and “ The 
Heir to Ashley,” a new novel by Mrs. llenry Wood. 

Goutp & Lixcotn send us “ Introduction to the Study of the Gospels, with 
Historical and Explanatory notes. By Brooke Foss Westcott, M. A., with an 
Introduction by Horatio B. Hackett, D. D. Mr. Westcott is a Cambridge 
scholar, and a theological writer of repute. In his preface the author says: 
** In the present work I havo endeavored to define and fill up the outline whieh 
I sketched in ‘ The Elements of the Gospel Harmony,’ published in 1851. The 
kindness with which that Essay was received encouraged me to work on with 

atience within the limits which I had marked out, in the hupe that I might 
justify in some degree the friendly welcome of my eritics. The experience 
of nine years has made me feel how much there was to remodel and correct 
and explaln in the first rough draught, so that I have retained scarcely a 
aragraph in the form in which it was origivally written, The title of the 

k will explain the chief aim which I have had in view. It is intended to 
be an Introduction to the Study of the Gospels. My chief object has been to 
show that there is a true mean between the idea of a furmal harmonization 
of the Gospels and the abandonment of their absolute truth.”

Tue American Tract Society send us ‘* the Catholic Doctrine of a Trinity, 
proved by above a hundred short and clear arguments expressed in the terms 
of the holy Scriptures, compared after a manuer entirely new,’ by Rev. Wil- 
liam Jones, an English divine, who died in 1800: also, the Christian Phy- 
sician ; or, Reasons why the Physic’an should be a follower of Christ,” by 
Walcott Richards, M. D. The author discusses his subject in epistolary 
style, and the work is specially recommended tu medica? students. 

Georce W. Cuitps sends ug “ Prison Life in the Tobucco Warehouse at 
Richmond, by a Ball's Bluff Prisoner, Lieutenant Wm. C. Harris of Baker's 
California Regiment.” It is dedicated to his “ brother “ prisoners,” and con- 
sisys of sketches written while in prison to lessen the tedium of incarceration- 
With one exception they were all written within prison-walls, and brought to 
the North securely sewn in the lining of the author's over-coat, and give a 
graphic account of the experience of a Federal officer when a prisoner of the 
Confederates. 

Garpner A, Fytzer has published Sir E. Bulwer Lytton’s “‘ Strange Story,” 
bound in both — and muslin, the furmer at twenty-five cents- and the lat- 
ter at a dvtlar. It is illustrated with four steel engravings. 

A. P. Burver, of Boston, furnishes us with a copy of his new “Statistical 
Pocket Manual of the Army, Navy. and Census of the United States of Amer- 
iea, together with Statistics of all Foreign Nations.” The present is the 
eighteenth revised and enlarged edition, and is illustrated with colored re- 
presentations of the flags of all commercial nations. 

Wiit1am Gowans presents us with ‘‘ The Spirit of Hebrew Poetry, by Isaac 
Taylor, with asketch of the life of the Author and a catalogue of his writings.” 
A contribution to Biblical lore, which has attracted much attention in Eng- 
land. The title of the volume is seen as that of a caurse of lectures delivered 
in Edinburgh, in 1851, by the Author, and the volume is in fact an expan- 
sion and elaboration of those discourses, 








Periodicals, 


The American Journal of Medical Science for April, comes to us from 
the publishers’ Blanchard & Lea, with the usual variety of medical intelli- 
gence, The leading article is by Professor Flint, on the *‘ Distinctive charac- 
ter of the Pulmonary Signs.” 

The Historical Magazine for May, contains the usual variety of historical 
and antiquarian matter. An “ Early history of Staten Island” is one of the 
moat noticeable contributions, 





The Rebellion Record, Part XVI., has appeared from the press of G. P. Put- 
nam. It contains a large variety of historical and other matter relating to the 
war. It is illustrated with portraits of Commodore Wilkes and Lieut. Greble. 


The Journal of the Franklin Inst'tute has for its three princip:] articles 
“Memoranda on Electric Lights,” by J. K. Whilldin, “ Economy from the 
Expansion of Steam,” and *“‘ The Gamut in the Major and Minor Modes.” 
There are about a dozen other contributions on various topics relating to 
mechanics, physies, chemistry, etc. 


The Rebellion Record, edited by Frank Moore, and published by Putnam, 
has reached Part XV., in which are portraits of Gov. Andrew of Massachu- 
setts, and Lieut. W. Lowell Putnam, with the usual variety of historical 
matter relating to the rebellion, and carrying the history cf the war down to 
October, 1861. 

The Historical Magazine for April opens with an elaborate account of the 
great seal of New England, followed by other articles of an historical charac- 
ter. The reports of the proceedings of Historical Societies, and notes and 
queries, make up the rest of the number. 

Companion to the Rebellion Record : being a Supplementary Volume, edited 
by Frank Moore. Part, published by G. P. Putnam. In this number we 
have the Speech of Jokn Bright at Rochdale; the Confederate Sequestration 
Act; Speeches of Joseph Holt and William Curtis Noyes; Senator Sumner’s 
address, “The Rebellion, its Origin and Mainspring;” Birth and Death of 
Nations, by James MeKaye; Gen. Beauregard’s Report of the Battle of Ma- 
nassas ; Speech of Daniel 8S. Dickinson at Tunkhannock, Pa.; “ Are Southern 
Privateersmen Pirates?” by Charles P. Daly, LL. D., and many other ducu- 
ments connected with and throwing light upon the Rebellioni ; wth por- 
traits of Joseph Holt and Charles Sumner. 

The May number of Harper’s Mugazine opens with a handsomely illus- 
trated article on “ American Historical Trees.” “A Dangerous Journey,” 
probably by J. Ross Browne, gives an account of a desert trip in California, 
during which the writer saw the mirage, strange combats by wild beasts, and 
other features of savage life. “What are the Nerves?” is an illustrated de- 
scription of these very important members of the human anatomy. Thack- 
eray’s “Phillip,” Miss Muloch’s “ Mistress and Maid,” and Trollope’s “ Orley 
Farm,” are continued. Dr. Wynne contributes a biographical sketch of Dr. 
Valen'ine Mott, and Mr. Lossing some gossip about ‘Early D.sunionists.” 
There ar? also several minor articles, and a variety of editorial matter. 


The Atlantic Monthly for May includes in its list of contributors, Agassiz, 
Whipple, Lowell, Hazewell, Emerson, Miss Prescott, Mrs. Howe, Mrs. Child, 
the late General Lander, and others. Agassiz continues his essays oa Natural 
History. Miss Prescott begins a new story called “The South Breaker.” 
Lowell’s Biglow paper has the ** Speech of the Hon. Preserved Doe in Secret 
Caucus.” Emerson has a little poem “ The Titmouse.” The other articles are 
“* Man under sealed Orders ;” ‘* Spirits,” a ghost story ; ‘“ Saltpetre as a source 
of power;” “‘Weather in War,” “tthe Statesmanship of Richelieu,” and an 
article on Slavery. Of the poetry, Gen. Lander’s ‘‘ Under the Sword ” which 
he had directed should be sent to the Atlantic in case of his death, is the 
most noticeable piece. 

The New Englander, the Bibliotheea Sacra, the Presbyterian Quarterly Re- 
view, and the Christian Review, all for April, came to us, containing a large 
variety of theological and religious articles, on various doctrinal and other 
points. The present numbers are all well fillei, and in typographical ap- 
pearance even better than usual. 

Litrett & Son send us, bound in paper, the “ Chronicles of Carlingford,” a 
story of English life, first published in America in Littell’s Living 4g-. 

The Eelectic Magazine for May, is iMustrated with an engraving of the 
“Translators of the Bible” into Oriental languages, the Rev. Drs. Riggs, 
Goodell and Schauffler, the reading matter. In alluding to the literary con- 
tents of this number, which begins the 56th volume of the Eelectie, the editor 
says: “ The articles filling the number are quite varied in subject and inter- 
est. While the eyes of the world are turned to Italy and its new kingdom, 
all historic facts concerning the House of Savoy will attract attention. The 
name of Toequeville and his writings will not soon be forgotten. Facts 
about Railways are instructive and suggestive ; so also are Discoveries, New 
or Old. The Sad Side of the IHlumorist’s Life is among the curiosities of lit- 
erature. Elizabeth Barrett Browning will awaken fresh regret that so bright 
a star and so gifted a mind should disappear from the scenes of earth. The 
Sorrows of Childhood, from the pen of the country pastor, will be attentively 
read, like all his previous rich articles. Ascents of the Volcano will excite 
interest and wonder.

On the inside of the opposite leaf are fastened at one end the elustic bunds, 
bb, with eyes at their free ends for the pussage of the needles, On the inner edge 
of the latter-named leaf are two eyes for the passage of the cords,aa, The paper 
to be filed being placed in the portfolio in the position shown, the needles are 
pushed through it near the fold, and are then pussed through the eyes in the edge 
of the leaf and the eyes on the free ends of the bands, 6}, thexe bands being 
forcibly drawn forward for the purpose. By this arrangement, the pauper ix not 
only held in a perfectly protectea and safe position, free from creases in its pages 
resulting from folds, but it is in a far more convenient form for handling than is 
obtained by any other mode of filing known to us. The baek is never thicker 
than the rest of the book.
